(4) Fervent patriotism in the ap- 
propriate age group in sufficient 
numbers has gone forever, 

So, if | don't think there will be 
another war, why do | advocate 
national defence as a reason for 
unrestricted firearm ownership? 

When | jump into the surf | 
believe equally that | won't drown 
— but | go through the swimming 
motions anyway. 

Which brings me back to the 
Invincible, or rather the Melbourne, 
Our present carrier. In a recent 
exercise off the Queensland coast, 
called Operation Kangaroo, the 
Defence Dept. were red-faced over 
the final report which showed that, 
amongst other debacles, ‘Orange 
Force’ had twice ‘destroyed’ the 
Melbourne with Harpoon missiles, 
(these fly just above sea level). 


So, hypothetically, we go broke 
buying the Invincible, which P.M, 
Fraser has publically said we need 
as a deterrent to foreign invasion 
(this is in fact acknowledging the 
potential of foreign invasion as a 
government concern). 


The Invincible, allowing it to be 
a fearful deterrent to an invader, 
which it can’t be — it can only be 
in one place at a time (did you see 
those T.V. commercials, showing 
miles of Australian coastline, advoc- 
ating the sirengthening of Australia’ § 
defences?) then the invader 
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would plan to sink same @s an 
initial move. 

lf they fail to destroy it in their 
first action, then maybe they won't 


invade! But, if they do, and any 
foreign power not capable of 
destroying one lone aircraft carrier, 
certainly wouldn't be contemplating 
invasion, then the great Australian 
deterrent is gurglingly gone. 

Getting back to my alternative of 
every household armed — now that's 
what I'd call a deterrent. 

Today, people aren't too fussed 
at plinking away at a so-called 
enemy ina far away rice paddy, but 
let someone march on THEIR 
none and castle and lead will surely 
fly. 

The invader will know whether 
the population is armed or not, and 
if so, that will definitely be con- 
sidered deterrent material.

The U.K. Police Federation re 
presenting over 120,000 officers in 
the U.K. police forces, are urging 
the return of the death penalty as 
are 83% of those recently polled on 
the subject. 

Apparently there has been an 
alarming increase in the number of 
policemen killed whilst on duty as 
opposed to 11 only, during the last 
17 years when the death penalty 
was in effect. 

The whole point of course 1s thal 
the U.K., with its stringent tirearm 
regulations has demonstrably failed 
to inhibit crime with firearms 
and now the heavy pressure is being 
applied to the actual criminal — 
where it should have been directed 
all along.

THE NATURE OF SWISS DEFENCE 


Our national defence is based on compulsory military service, This principle, 
which dates back to the origins of the Confederation, is stated in article 18 of the 
Federal Constitution by the following words: 
service.’ The organisational form, in which such li 


Soldiers and corporals serve in the elite during 8 yearly repetition course of 3 
weeks each, in the Landwehr during 3 complementary coutses of 2 weeks each and 
officers go through additional special training courses. Thus military training 
stretches over almost a lifetime. The total time in service is almost one year. After| 
his military service, the Swiss generally transfers to civil defence. 

The Swiss soldier is the only one in the world who keeps his personal equipment, 
assault rifle and the ammunition and AC gas mask at home and attends a com- 
pulsory marksmanship-training between services. During years without military 
courses he has to attend an inspection of his equipment and armament in his town 
of domicile. 

In times of peace, the Swiss army has no commander-in-chief, A general is 
elected by the Federal Assembly only if a significant number of troops has to be 
mobilised, Even in case of war the Federal Council remains the executive and 
leading supreme authority, which defines the tasks for the army. 

Relative to its organisation, the army is divided into a general staff, army troops, 
3 field army corps (each one including 1 mechanised division, 1 field division, 1 
border division, 1 territorial zone, as well as border brigades), 1 mountain army 
corps (which includes 3 mountain divisions, 3 territorial zones as well as border-, 
fortress- and redoubt-brigades), air force and anti-aircraft troops. 

True to the traditional neutrality of the Confideration, its army serves to defend 
the country and to protect its freedom, independence and neutrality, Its main 
goal is to uphold the peace by means of a credible military readiness. The use of 
the army to uphold law and order within the country is a further duty which finds

Getting them all to contribute is 
the hard part, especially where only 
1 in 30 is affiliated with a shooting 
organisation, 


A not infrequent suggestion is 
that a levy be imposed at the whole- 
sale level on all firearm related 
goods. It is estimated that $25 
million per year is paid in sales tax 
and if even a 1% levy was taken on 
the wholesale price, just before the 
addition of the sales tax percentage 
(17.5%), this would result in an 
annual fund of 1,4 million dollars. 

That would be significant. It 
would allow engagement of the 
services of permanent professional 
lobbyists, plus allow plenty of 
prominent factual pro-gun advert- 
ising. 

Let's face it, we have the facts 
and figures on our side, if we had 
the funds and the organisation, the 
anti-gun movement. would not 
stand a chance, let alone dare to 
raise its narrow little head. 

Yes, | can hear the screams — 
“\t will make everything dearer and 
already we can barely afford todays 
prices.’ Well, a 1% levy at wholesale 
level will amount to less than 2% at 
retail and these days that much will 
hardly be noticed, especially since a 
recent change in the international 
exchange rates has pushed every- 
thing up 10-12% of late. 


Besides, make no mistake, as 
legislative restrictions increase, 
trade volume will decrease, trade 
and retail mark-up percentages will 
be increased to compensate, so the 
consumer is going to pay more any- 
way — certainly much more than 
2%. Takeatrip toW.A. Take note 
of their prices compared to other 


States. High restrictions means 
slower turnover, means higher 
prices, Same goes for Britain — 


their prices are 60% above ours, for 
the above mentioned reason. 


Having shown that the 1% levy 
will actually save us money, the big 
cry from the wholesalers is — “it 
can't be organised.”’ 

Anyone can organise anything if 
they want to badly enough. 

As a suggestion only, | would 
suppose the levy would best be cal- 
culated at, and collected by, whole- 
salers holding a Sales Tax Cert- 
ificate. 

Of course the immediate cry by 
wholesalers is that if they pay, for 
example $1,000 per month into the 
fund, then everyone (trade compet- 
itors in particular) will know their 
business turnover is $100,000 per 
month, 


Well, it's not too hard to sort 
that out. Have the wholesalers pay 
the levy into a solicitors trust 


account and let the solicitor pay 
the combined cheque to the 
administrators of the fund. The 
same solicitor could check the levy 
paid against a copy of the companies 
sales tax return as a voluntary audit 
— a 1% levy would amount to 
5.6577% of the sales tax paid. 

While | personally am only small 
fish on the wholesale scene, | 
certainly would co-operate in such 
a scheme. LS&B would like to hear 
the views of as many wholesalers as 
possible (or anyone else) on this 
suggestion. Additional ideas and 
alternatives would be gratefully 
accepted. It is to all our benefits. 

If a scheme such as this is to get 
off the ground, it is going to have 
to get started very soon. 

Coming up in Queensland next 
month is a conference of The Police 
Ministers Council, under the chair 
manship of the unpredictable Russ 
Hinze, and one item on the agenda 
is uniform, firearm laws in all States.

The most important word ina hunter’s vocabulary 
is practical. 

The most important phrase is acceptable results at 
a reasonable cost. This article will discuss the fabrica- 
tion of three rifles whose possession will allow the 
practical hunter to get world-wide effectiveness for 
hunting at a reasonable cost. 

Excepting varmint shooting, 90-95% of all large 
game animals are taken within 220 metres of the gun. 
Rifles having two minutes of angle proven accuracy, 
whose point of impact does not change with environ- 
mental changes, such as being used in a snow storm, 
have acceptable accuracy for practical use. Barrelled 
rifle mechanisms that can achieve this level of 
accuracy are myriad

While all hunters would prefer to take their game 
with a single-shot, common sense indicates that a 
multi-shot mechanism is more practical than a single 
shot. Common sense also indicates that “at the 
moment of truth” a hunter will do better shooting if 
he uses the same mechanism for all rifle hunting. The 
Jess one can forget, the less one will forget. 

Among the choices of mechanism — double barrel, 
lever action, autoloading, and turn bolt — the double 
barrel can be ruled out because of cost and because of 
inflexibility in ammunition use potential. Change 
ammunition type and you may get better results with 
a bean shooter than with a double barrel. 

Autoloaders tend to be more temperamental than 
manually operated mechanisms. In many locales 
nationally and internationally, use of autoloaders is 
precluded by law. No autoloader being available in 
large bore, they can be ruled out. 

Slide actions, lacking primary extraction and not 
being available in large bore, can be ruled out, 

So long as the old Model 95 Winchester in 
405WCF is included, lever actions are suitable for 
world-wide use, in terms of calibres at least. Mixing 
mechanisms may cause a problem. Lever actions 
become Jess attractive as weather and field conditions 
become foul. They tend to be tedious to maintain in 
these conditions because of their complexity. Their 
relative ease and speed-of-operation deteriorate also 
as weather conditions deteriorate. If you doubt this, 
put on mittens or insulated gloves. Now, try operat- 
ing a lever action.

The .303 British, using .312” diameter bullets, is 
available as inexpensive military surplus ammunition 
and has wide distribution. It cannot use .30 calibre 
premium bullets that are available to the handloader. 
The .30-40KJ, using .308’ diameter bullets, can use 
premium bullets but loses the ease of obtaining brass 
and surplus ammunition. 

One solution to this dilemma is to throw dollars at 
the problem and chamber for .308 Winchester. My 
solution parallels that chosen by Imperial Germany 
when it altered its 8mm bullets from round nosed 
.318" to pointed spitzgeschoss .323’ diameter bullets, 
The Germans had large quantities of Model 1888 
Commission rifles in 8 x 57mm J whose barrels’ 
groove diameters were designed for the smaller .318’” 
diameter bullet. Simply rechambering these older 
ones might cause safety problems related to the 
pressure of swaging a new .323'' 8 x 57mm JS pro- 
jectile to .318’". The Germans successfully solved this 
problem by lengthening the leade and throat of the 
older rifles beyond nominal 8 x 57mm JS specifica 
tions used in the rifles for 323" bullets.

The butt stock would have fitted at its wrist/grip a 
mating plate with a threaded hole for the through 
bolt, plus a male locating stud. The through bolt 
within the butt stock would pass through both metal 
plates, being secured by the receiver plate. The butt 
stock would maintain alignment by the double pins, 
that is, the threaded joint plus the locating stud.

For the varmint rifle | felt that a repeating rifle 
potential could be sacrificed if accuracy potential 
could be improved. | decided to chamber the rifle for 
243 Winchester, using the usual premium stainless 
steel barrel.

The action is a single shot with the magazine well 
filled and reinforced with a brazed-in plate.

The top mount provides 
additional reinforcement to the receiver to control 
springing of the action. The barrel is twenty-six 
inches long and without taper. Centre bearing system 
is used again for bedding. There is no ejector. 
Because varmint shooting is so different for me than 
the shooting that occurs with the repeating rifles, the 
laminated maple stock is very roughly contoured, 
essentially unfinished. 

It has been my purpose to move readers into 
awareness of what | believe isa more effective method 
for creating a world-wide hunting battery than any 
other, that is also with the financial reach of nearly 
all hunters. 


This type of battery is both versatile ‘‘tool kit’ and 
expression of faith in one’s judgment. To create a 
battery that significantly deviates from accepted 
standards implies that if one’s judgment is in error, 
the ‘eating of crow” will be bad tasting and "'smelly”.

“Cast bullet shooters, do you want to eliminate 
leading problems, and increase accuracy and velocity? 
In carefully controlled tests M & N Bullet Lube has 
been proven to doll three.” 

So stated an advertisement promoting a lubricant, 
$1.50 US a stick, which the makers claim will, 
(a) eliminate leading problems, (b) increase accuracy 
and (c) increase velacity when used with cast bullets. 

The cynic in oneself says, “I've heard all that be- 
fore!” ‘The optimist replies, “Ah, yes, but what if the 
statement is true?” If, indeed, such were the case, 
this lube would be a panacea for many shooters. 

Those people who use cast bullets evidently have 
inquiring minds, as a few phone calls gave me access 
to a range of firearms with which to test the makers’ 
claims.

In 1902 and 1903 Dr, Mann 
definitely proved that fins on the 
bases of bullets could nearly 
destroy their accuracy possibilities, 
But that was a long time ago. We 
have forgotten the work of Dr. 
Mann. And we passed laws which 
the Supreme Court of Logic would 
set aside as unconstitutional. Bullet 
bases must be perfect if their great- 
est possibilities are to be developed, 
Why, therefore, should the hand- 
loader go through his cast bullets 
with infinite care, choosing only 
the perfect specimens, and then 
slug them all out of their original 
identity by shooting them in a 
barrel three or four thousandths of 
an inch too small for them? You 
chaps who passed the law may be 
able to answer it — the author i 


Question Number Three. There 
once was a logical reason for cast 
bullets to be several thousandths 
oversize. The general theory back 
Of this old idea is that a bullet must 
have a surplus of metal to swage 
into the groove corners and thus 
prevent gas cutting. A thousandth, 
perhaps, but that is enough. You 
would not ask a metal-jacketed 
bullet to swage down as much as 
that: why demand it of a lead-alloy 
bullet? It is not logical. Bullet- 
mould makers — and this applies to 
most of them — are inclined to 
make their moulds oversize — too 
much so. Their engineers design a 
very excellent bullet, its bearing 
surface properly worked out for 
best results in a certain barrel. 
They cast it oversize. Many .30 
moulds even cast bullets .320 to 
-325 to be shot in a .308 barrel. 
No, the pretty handbooks they 
send you do not tell you this, but it 
is true in many cases. You have to 
resize the bullets. 

How do you resize? You drive 
the bullet through a die to make it 
of the proper diameter. In the case 
of a .30/06 with a bore diameter of 
800 and a groove diameter of .308 
you force that 320 bullet through 
a@ hole in a metal block and it comes 
out .311 inches. Then you load it 
into a shell and blow it through a 
rifled tube, the greatest diameter of 
which is .308, and the mean or 
average diameter of the rifling and 
grooves is .304. When the bullet 
leaves the muzzle it is squatted 
down to a maximum diameter of 
3808, a reduction of .012 — twelve 
thousandths smaller than originally 
cast. What's the idea? 


JUST THE LAW. 

Accuracy tests have proved con- 
clusively that it is not necessary to 
use bullets three thousandths over- 
size, The soft bands cast on the 
bullets and filled with lubricant are 
squatted out of their original ident- 
ity by the various resizings. Some- 
times they crush down evenly, 
sometimes the majority of the 
“sizing’’ occurs on one side of the 
bullet. The net result is a badly 
unbalanced bullet — and that means 
poor accuracy or worse. No, the 
Law is wrong again. Cast bullets 
can be slightly oversize. Too much 
so means that they are more or less 
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certain to expand or upset too 
Much creating excessive and ir- 
regular barrel friction. This means 
excessive heat developed in the 
bullet, cutting down the velocity, 
the resistance to the rotational bite 
of the lands, and thus a tendency 
toward slippage and excessive pres- 
sure. 

Another possible answer to the 
oversize bullet problem is that the 
truly early bullets had very narrow 
and extremely deep lubricating 
grooves running from four to eight 
grooves per bullet. The driving 
bands, therefore, particularly when 
cast in a soft alloy such as 1 to 30 
or 1 to 40, which was quite popular 
in those days, would readily swage 
down .003 to .004 without causing 
serious trouble in the form of bullet 
mutilation or extreme pressure. 
With the more modern cast rifle 
bullets, however, the tendency is 
toward one- and two-groove bullets, 
using very shallow and wide grooves 
and even wider driving bands. These 
bullets naturally create a much grea 
greater resistance to the rifling and 
were designed for increased 
velocities. Bullets with wide bearing 
bands would strip if an effort were 
made to step up velocities. Bullets 
with wide bearing bands in part- 
icular should be carefully chosen as 
to size, and for normal rifles .001"' 
to .0015” greater than groove dia- 
meter is superior to those which are 
greatly oversize. 


It is interesting to recall, however, 
that despite the tendency of our 
handloaders toward these tremend- 
ously oversize ‘bullets, the fad did 
not extend into our ammunition 
factories. Those boys held oversize 
bullets to an absolute minimum; in 
fact, their tendency was- toward 
slightly undersize rather than over- 
size, assuming that any cast-or 
swaged bullet would upset suffic- 
iently to fill any normal rifling.

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THE BLACK POWDE 


It’s now time to take a look at 
the business end of your hearts 
desire — the barrel. Whether flint 
or percussion, military or traditional 
in style, without a good barrel all 
we can do is hang it on the den wall 
and reminisce of things that might 
have been. The barrels on our mod- 
ern reproductions show little of the 
tremendous skill and artistry that 
barrel makers of old achieved with 
little more than heat, an anvil, 
hammer, ingenuity and dedication 
to their art, 

We are looking at a period in 
history when much of the world 
and its wealth was there for the 
taking and the best armed, whether 
individual or military, stood to gain 
all. Development, driven by gain, 
saw that in little over one hundred 
years, barrels were manufactured 
from old horse shoe nails to alloy 
steels suitable for use in cordite 
powered magazine rifles. 

Before we move on we need to 
understand a little of the nomen- 
clature and processes used in the 
manufacture and heat treatment of 
steels, 

The basic element which controls 
the characteristics of steel is carbon. 
The amount of carbon is critical 
since it determines the degree to 
which steel can be hardened, how- 
ever a carbon content of 0.3% to 
0.9% will give a range of materials 
to cover all our needs. There are 
two main constituents in an 
annealed carbon steel, the element 
iron in a form known as ferrite and 
the chemical compound iron carbide 
known as cementite. Cementite 
consists of carbon and iron as a 
mechanical mixture, the amounts 
of each varying with the grade of 
the steel. Under the microscope it 
has the appearance of mother of 
pearl and hence has been named 
pearlite. 

When carbon steel is raised to 
approximately 700 degrees C, 
structural changes occur, as the 
alternate layers of ferrite and 
cementite begin to merge into each 
other. Ata little over 900 degrees 
C this action is complete and we 
have a new matrix called austenite.

lf we were to remove the heat 
source at this point and allow the 
material to cool slowly the process 
would reverse, leaving separate par- 
ticles of ferrite and cementite again. 
However, if whilst at the austenite 
stage we quench the material in a 
suitable medium (oil, water, brine) 
a new structure is formed called 
martensite, having a fine, close 
grain pattern and being very hard. 

A few definitions may be of 
assistance here: 


Hardness: the ability to resist 
wear. The drawback to very 
hard materials is brittleness, 

Toughness; the ability to absorb 
blows without breaking 

Tempering: a means of reducing 
the brittleness in hardened 


carbon steel at the expense of 
hardness. Achieved by heating 
within the range 220 degrees C 
to 335 degrees C, depending on 
the level of hardness wished to 
be retained, holding at this temp: 
erature to allow a uniform 
change to occur throughout the 
section. Then cool by quenching 
in the desired medium. 
Elasticity: the capacity a material 
has to return to its original shape, 
having been subjected to a force, 
with the force then removed. 
When however the force exceeds 
the elastic capacity, a permanent 
deformation is produced, the

arious forms of twists of materials used in forging barrels. 











Six thin rods of best iron and six 
of mild steel were arranged altern- 
ately, then heated and forge welded 
to form one 3/8 inch square rod, 
some 4’6" long. After three such 
rods were produced they were 
brought to red heat and one end 
held fast in a machine designed to 
rapidly twist the other end until 
some twelve to fourteen turns to 
the inch had been produced. These 
three rods being then laid together, 
brought to white heat and forge 
welded into a single rod, finally 
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rolled into strip form and the barrel 
produced in the same manner as 
Skelp twist barrels. 

As can be appreciated, the 
structure of this material is com- 
plex, being a laminate of soft and 
harder metals, twisted, rolled and 
further enhanced with a work hard- 
ened skin. As both the iron and 
steel used have a different ‘‘yield 
point’ the laminations tend to 
spread the load under pressure and 
give a reinforced effect to the com- 
plete structure. Even knives were 
made after this manner, using one 














soft iron and one hardened steel 
plate. Fused together they were 
folded in half, then rolled flat, 
heated and the process repeated in 
some cases until up to fifty layers 
were produced. 

America, being a pioneer country 
saw talented individuals spread 
thinly throughout the States, rather 
than concentrated in one centre. 


These artisan riflesmiths were pra- 
ducing firearms to fulfil a different 
need, giving the world for example, 
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the graceful Kentucky rifle. Many 
fine examples have survived the 
worlds turmoil, since their con- 
ception and although out of the 
price range for most of us, there are 
a growing number of books with 
splendid photographs to admire. 


How much of what we produce 
today will be admired in say two 
hundred years time? 


Two barrel welding techniques 
worthy of mention were used at 
this time. Taking two pieces of 
good soft iron %” thick and 1%” 
wide, each being heated and care- 
fully formed throughout its entire 
length into a semi circular section, 
using a former in the anvil.

The welding began in 
the centre and worked towards 
either end, | have read this was 
done to keep the devil from being 
trapped in the barrel. We have all 
had days | am sure, when Lucifer 
seemed to be in control of where 
the projectiles came to rest, regard- 
less of our endeavours, 

A further refinement to the 
above technique was to produce 
the barrel with one welded seam 
only. This required a wider piece 
of material, further anvil formers 
and a good deal more expertise. 
Who dares to mention patience in 
these matters, 

From breach to muzzle we have 
one, maybe two straight welded 
seams, | would imagine orientation 
being at nine and three o'clock. 
Maybe the flinching bouts a tyro 
goes through have roots going back 
two hundred years or more. 

As riflemen began to demand 
better accuracy at longer ranges 
than that obtained with patched 
round ball rifles, the solution, a 
heavier projectile and larger powder 
charge, demanded a new barrel 
material with a higher tensile 
strength. By 1840 all the best 
barrels were made from “‘cast stee|’’. 
This was a pure iron to which a 
required amount of carbon was 
added, cast into ingots three to 
four inches square by twelve to 

30 


fifteen inches in length. Following 
annealing these were folled into the 
required size and sections, i.e. 
round, hexagonal or square. Not 
being highly carbonised it was a 
tough, durable material even 
obtainable with a hole through- 
out its length, achieved by punch- 
ing the hole in the initial ingot and 
inserting a rod during the rolling 
process. The best barrel makers 
however still prefering to drill from 
the solid. 


In the early 1850's Sir Joseph 
Whitworth conceived the idea of 
subjecting the ingot to many tons 
pressure whilst the core was still 
molten, thus eliminating ‘‘blow 
holes” and giving the steel a very 
uniform and finer grain structure. 
Whitworths ‘‘fluid | compressed 
steel’ proved very successful, being 
used well into the 1880's, patent 
rights having been applied for. 
Following developments showed 
the benefits of alloying certain ele- 
ments with steel to fmprove its 
characteristics, hence we have 
nickel chrome and vanadium steels 
to mention just two of the many 
available today. 

Many modern reproduction 
black powder rifles are made by 
firms engaged in modern firearms 
manufacture and although they 
may advertise their barrels as being 
made from the same modern alloy 
steels as their breach loading rifles, 
it does not follow that these barrels 
will withstand pressures equal to 
those developed by modern smoke- 
less powders, This steel, although 
of the same composition, may not 
have undergone the same heat 
treatment as the modern barrel. 

| mention this as it may be 
tempting to view a 1 1/8" octagonal 
barrel of .45 calibre and think it 
should be safe enough to stoke it 
up a little — DON'T! If a manu- 
facturer recommends a maximum 
powder charge per projectile weight 
then respect his advice, don’t 
exceed it. Furthermore, never mix 
black powder with any form of 
smokeless powder, the guy who 
tells you he was doing it forty 
years ago may still be around, but 
who wants to be an ageing halfwit.

Getting iron or telescopic sights lined up to point 
to the same place as the bore of a rifle is called “bore 
Sighting’. {t can be achieved without firing a shot 
and reduces the amount of ammo needed to “zero in” 
a rifle for the first time. 

Providing the job is done well, it’s pretty certain 
that your first shots will be on the paper, also assum- 
ing the paper target is reasonably large of course. 
This means you can actually measure how much sight 
correction is needed instead of just having a notion 
that your bullets are kicking up dust, somewhere low 


and to the right for instance.

Nowadays the subject of bore sighting naturally 
includes the optival collimators which not only make 
the job easier but can help the shooter in other ways 
too, 

Without a collimator the job of bore sighting meant 
the rifle had to be held in some steady but adjustable 
support. With the bolt removed, in the case of bolt 
action rifles, this allowed the operator to see if the 
barrel and the sights were pointing at the same object 
in the distance. Usually said object is more than 20 
metres away in which case the rifle would shoot a bit 
lower then desired, in theory, However, few operators 
could aim through a rifle bore exactly enough to 
worry about this finer point. 

The job of “aiming the bore is doubly difficult 
with some types of self-loaders, pump actions, and 
lever actions, These require a dental mirror or similar 
to be used to get the view dawn the bore. 
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Optical bore sighters (collimators) make 
easier. The need to look through and “aim” # 
is eliminated, And so is the awkwardness of fi

What an optical bore sighter does, is to pri 
artificial aiming mark that coincides where the 
pointed even when the rifle is loosely handhel 
sights can then be adjusted to aim at this mi 
that’s all there is to it — quick and efficient.

It can appear in the centre of the collimator 
off towards the edge, depending on how ¥ 
scope is lined up central to the barrel. This is 
ation which means that the image of the aimi 
is focused at (or near) infinity so the rays 
giving the image are parallel. 

Provided the gadget is built properly, the 
sight to the image of the aiming mark will 
parallel to the bare axis.

A good use for an old scope sight is to adapt it for use as 
a collimator to help perform some of the jobs described 
in this article. 


I've occasionally found serious faults in the even- 

ness of click values of scopes in the past but even the 
cheaper brands currently manufactured that I’ve tried 
have been O.K. A shooting test can also demonstrate 
this problem but not as cheaply or clearly as a 
collimator test does. 
2. Another use for a collimator with a grid aiming 
mark is when you start playing ‘‘musical scopes’ as 
my friend John Robinson calls it. Something like 
musical chairs, this game can be started when you 
decide to buy an even better scope for your favourite 
rifle. This leaves that rifles former scope spare for 
your second favourite rifle and so on. 

Without a collimator these swaps can mean a lot of 
time and ammo up the spout rezeroing all the loved 
ones. By simply noticing where the old scope was 
pointed on the grid before putting the new one on, 
you can then wind with new scope’s knob to point Its 
reticle at the same spot. Check firing the rifle with 
the new scope would still be advisable, but a mere 
formality compared with rezeroing from scratch. 

3. The arbor mounted bore sighting collimator 
provides a means of checking against serious loss of 
Zero adjustment through the rifle taking a knock for 
instance. Provided of course you've recorded what 
part of the grid the reticle covered when the rifle was 
last zeroed. |t’s unlikely that the collimator could be 
replaced exactly enough when checking to have 100% 
faith in the position it indicates, but it will provide a 
reliable check against gross errors if it isn't practical 
to actually test fire. 

4. Research into some bedding problems is also 
possible with a collimator. Where you have eneven 
bedding the stock will sometimes actually bend the 
action and/or barrel enough to show up with a change 
of alignment between the scope and collimator. If

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was mid-afternoon on the Friday of the 
first week in April 1926, as 1 rode 
slowly through the small township of 
Imbil, untroubled by cars or motor 
traffic, for those were problems of the 
future.

weight of the rifle to be altered by moving the sling, so that 
the receiver could be rested in the crook of the left elbow and 
the barrel held down on the thigh by the right forearm, When 
this became tiring, the stock could be raised, and the barrel 
muzzle rested on the right boot. 

Experience had taught me this was the most comfortable 
way of carrying (he Match 303 on horseback over long dis- 
tances, and through bush, preventing a bruised back should the 
horse suddenly prop or rear. The bolt was wrapped in a once 
clean handkerchief in the deep pocket of my riding breeches. 

I had been in the saddle for over three hours and anticipat- 
ing that another hour would see the end of that day’s journey.

HUNTING 
CANADIAN STYLE 


(A bit of background.) 

Black Bear hunting is a sport not 
to be undertaken by the timid or 
by someone who is using a rifle he 
doesn't know well. These animals, 
though normally shy and seldom 
seen in the wild by hunters after 
other big game species, can move 
amazingly fast and possess trem- 
endous strength, as well as powerful 
jaws and teeth. Include a set of five 
razor sharp claws on each paw and 
you have a very formidable adver- 
sary. 

The average black bear weighs in 
at between 200 to 300lbs. and 
stands about 3ft. high at the 
shoulders with all four feet on the 
ground, The occasional bear weigh- 
ing 600Ibs. or better has been taken 
and these are usually very old bear 
and can be very dangerous and 
beligerant, 

These big mammals hibernate 
during the winter months from 
about November to mid-April de- 
pending on the weather. The 
young (cubs) are born in January 
while the female (sow) is hibernat 
ing. They emerge from the den in 
the spring and stay with the sow for 
one year, sometimes two years. 
The sow isa very protective mother 
and if she feels her cubs are in 
danger, she will attack anything in 


her way to protect her young. 


Many an innocent hiker has been 
badly mauled or killed by bears 
who feel they are protecting their 
cubs from harm.

coal black, through brown, tan and 
occasionally a white one is reported. 

The best way to hunt bear in 
Canada is over bait. 11 is illegal here 
to hunt with hound dogs as many 
of the American States permit. 
Bait consists of just about anything 
imaginable from rotten meat to 
coffee grounds, anything with a 
strong odour will do, in effect, 
“garbage’’. These baits are called 
stands. We generally put out a few 
hundred pounds of bait at each 
stand. This is usually done a week 
before the hunting season to allow 
the bear time to find it and become 
accustomed to feeding there safely. 

When the season opens the 
shooter is in position in a platform 
built in a tree about 20 yards from 
the bait, waiting for his bear to

Oddly enough the bigger bear had 
the smaller skull when measured. 


The black bear has a great sense 
of hearing and a nose that would 
make a blood hound envious. His 
only fault is his poor eyesight and 
he can at times seem to be looking 
straight at the hunter in a stand but 
if you sit still he seems to overlook 
you and will come to the bait after 
checking the breeze for scents of 
human. He will often stand on his 
hind legs and swing his head around 
to do this. Here is where the tree 
stand works best. Because the 
hunter is above the bear, his scent is 
also carried above the bears keen 
nose, 


For instance it is generally Under- 
stood bears feed mostly at dusk and 
dawn, Last year one of our baits 
was being used by a large bear, 
judging by the tracks. My partner 
watched the bait all afternoon till 
dusk. No bear appeared, so next 
morning before daybreak he was 
back in the stand. Again the bear 
failed to show and the bait hadn't 
been touched during the night. 
About 11 a.m. we drove into a 
nearby town to get something to 
eat. We were back to the stand by 
1 p.m. and you guessed it, the bear 
had been there and packed off an 
old moose head from the bait pile. 
However, he did leave his calling 
card at the base of the tree, the 
stand was in a very fresh pile of 
bear dung.

Perhaps the bears biggest down- 
fall is his gluttony. He will eat 
nearly anything and the riper it is, 
the better he seems to like it. Baits 
should be placed near a source of 
water as bears like to drink after 
gorging themselves on what to them 
must be a delicious meal. 

The black bear is also an animal 
that it is impossible to give general- 
ised rules to. About the time you 
feel you know exactly what they 
will do, one comes along that will 
do something altogether different. 
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There are quite a few hunters in 
Wynyard who enjoy the sport of 
bear hunting and unless you have 
actually seen one of these animals 
close up in their wild state, you can 
not imagine the feeling or thrill that 
surges through your veins when 
suddenly out of nowhere and quite

A statement such as the title of this 
article, naturally enough will require 
some justifying otherwise it is as empty 
as the washing powder commercial that 
claims that “everyone should buy 
Blankety Sudzo, because tests show that 
it gets clothes cleaner’.

Tf West Australian firearm laws are to 
be described as ‘bad’ (not really a good 
choice of adjective) then they must be 
seen as being bad in relationship to other 
firearm laws. 


Obviously any younger person, West 
Australian born and raised, won’t con- 
sider them bad because as far as he or she 
can remember, the laws have always been 
like that, 


But take @ shooter from another State 
who might move to live in West Australia, 
to him or her, the West Australian laws 
will indeed be bad news. 


The South Australian and Northern 
Territorian, who have individual longarm 
registration, will find licensing conditions 
more difficult than their home States, 
Victorians and New South Welshmen who 
have shooters licenses would find it very 
very bad, while Queenslanders and 
Tasmanians would consider the word bad 
as hardly within the realms of adequate “ 
descriptive value. 


So it is within this context and from a 
Jaw abiding shooters point of view, that 
the statement “Yes, West Australian fire- 
arm laws are really that bad” and the 
following shall attempt to illustrate this 
contention. 


As an aside for the moment, this is 
not an article that [ am particularly 
enjoying writing on two counts: 
(1) In rubbishing West Australian laws 

and probably also some West Aust- 

talian police, it may appear that I am 
also rubbishing the people of West 

Australia. Such is not the case, though 

they are in part responsible for the

formulation of their laws even if their 
only contribution was to remain silent.

Finlay to the West Australian Premier 
wherein, amongst other things, mention 
was made of Colin Greenwood’s state- 
ment to the effect that individual firearm 
records (registration) was of no effect in 
detecting a crime, the then Deputy Prem- 
ier and Minister for Police and Traffic, 
Mr D.H. O’Neil, replied on Jan. 21, 1980, 
and as a justification for registration, 


“In 1963 a multiple 
murderer was at large, 
having shot at six vict- 
ims and killed four, 
strangling a fifth. 
Scientific examination 

revealed a particular type of firearm used. 
Licence records revealed who had this 
make and type of firearm on licence. 
Test shots were fired by police from 
66,000 rifles and the murder weapon was

finally recovered, As a result the offend- 
er was apprehended and eventually 
sentenced to death.” 


To which Mr Finlay replied, “However

my understanding of that case (see page 
10 “Independent” 27/1/80 as attached) is 
that an elderly couple at Mt. Pleasant 
found the murder weapon and this, not 
the firearm records led to the apprehen- 
sion of the murderer. I therefore must 
say that if I understand things correctly 
that Superintendent Greenwood was 
correct despite your assertion to the con- 
trary and that firearms records do not 
have a value in the solution of crime any- 
where near the enormous cost of the 
effort expended in obtaining and main- 
taining them. 


“In fact, particularly with respect to 
the 1963 case where if as you say the 


police test fired 66,000 rifles, I believe 
that it can be said that the existence of 
these records was counter productive and 
led to a monumental waste of police time 
that could have been spent protecting the 
public. If we assume conservatively that, 
it took half an hour to collect and test 
and return each rifle then this exercise 
wasted an astronomical 33,000 man 
hours. It seems that the existence of the 
records not only is of no practical use but 
that they lead the police into wasting 
even more time. However, the most 
important aspect of the two cases which I 
think were mistakenly quoted by you in 
support of the keeping of firearms 
records is that they are the best possible 
confirmation of Greenwood’s final con- 
clusion, “to continue with the process of 
attempting to deal with the criminal use 
of firearms by placing more restrictions 
on legitimate users is not likely to achieve 
anything. But the great danger lies in a 
belief that they will solve the problem, 


Whilst this mistaken belief persists, the 
real problem will not receive the attent- 
ion and action which it clearly and 
urgently requires.” 


Further on in the submission it was 
reported, “At least two Ministers of 
Police for Western Australia have been 
asked to supply evidence of any crime 
ever committed in this State which could 
not have been solved without the use of 
firearm records. The police have not 
provided even one such example, 


“The Sporting Shooters Association 
by newspaper advertisement appealed to 
the public of W.A. to see if any such case 
had occurred during the 50 years of 
recording. Only one answer was received 
and that revealed that the licensing of 
firearms may have even retarded the sol- 
ution of crime in some cases because of a 
reluctance on the part of owners of un- 
licensed firearms to admit that they had 
been stolen.” 


In the light of these poignant facts 
from within our own shores, it is difficuit 
to understand the reasoning of those who 
want to impose total registration Aust- 
ralia wide. 
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Early February saw the release of the 
Teport as a result of the aforementioned 
inquiry by Mr O- Dixon. 


In brief, the report advocates big 
changes to strengthen (!) the firearm act 
(making it even more difficult for law- 
abiding persons to own a firearm), one of 
which is the abolition of the right of 
appeal to a magistrate after refusal of a 
firearm license application. 


This latter part was no doubt brought 
about because so far just about every 
court appeal in this regard has been up- 
held — in many instances the police don’t 
even put up a case to substantiate the 
reason they refused the original applicat- 
ion, 

From time to time we hear of West 
Australian minority groups — anti-nuclear 
marchers, conservationists, unionists etc. 
— all complaining that West Australia is, 
or is becoming, a Police State. 


The way this has developed one can’t 
help but agree with them. 


What we have here is ONE person 
(with one attitude and one opinion) im- 
posing his view on an entire legislative 
Act. 

Just imagine the behind the scenes 
moves before the inquiry, The Police 
Commissioner who isn’t getting his own 
way in the courts, complains to the Police 
Minister to this effect and asks for some- 
thing to be done about it. Police Minister 
says O.K. we'll have an inquiry — all we 
‘need is someone who is anti-gun with a 
few letters after his name. I would guess 
that the outcome of the inquiry was 
determined before it was even started! 


Can you imagine an anti-gun State 
with an anti-gun Police Force, backed by 
an anti-gun media, running the slightest 
tisk of producing a ‘pro-gun’ result? No 
way! A two or three man inquiry runs 
some risk of that but with one selected 
man there is no risk at all. 


* The same day that the report was pub- 
lished in The West Australian of February 
12, this paper published a cartoon where 
two bank robbers were dashing out of a 
bank, each having stolen cash in one hand 
and a firearm in the other. A billboard 
on the street outside said, “Tighter Gun 
Laws Urges Report” and one bank robber 
is saying “They can’t do that — it'll 
threaten our livelihood”.

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Under the letter of the law, even a sight 
change must be done by a gunsmith. It 
goes without saying that building kit 
guns, even black powder guns, are a no-no. 


Antique collectors don’t get any priv- 
ileges, in fact in respect to public displays 
are worse off than the owners of modern 
guns. Every antique firearm must be lic- 


énsed and they must not be taken out of 


the owners home. Selling or trading 
entails a swag of form filling — conclusion 
of a deal can take months even if it is a 
300 year old matchlock. 


Do you take a shotgun or rifle on your 


camping trips for protection and for game 
for the pot? Don’t try it in West 
Australia — it’s illegal. 


This doesn’t mean that you run no risk 
of being menaced or robbed. Nor does it 


mean that there are police at every turn 
in the road to protect you. I don;t know 
what it does mean except that it seems to 
ensure that the honest have a greater 
chance to become a victim. 


There are impediments a plenty placed 
in the way of the honest person wishing 
to legally obtain a firearm. For example, 
the “probationary period” before owner- 
ship of a pistol. Good grief, is West Aust- 
ralia a giant reformatory school or some- 
thing?

After two months of “waiting in the 
wings’ Mr Caygill had a visit from a 
Police Officer which according to Mr 
Caygill went like this:- 


“The officer asked me where I intend- 
ed to use the rifle? And he hoped I real- 
ised that to licence a “high powered” 
tifle was more involved than low powered 
guns. I answered that | intended to use 
the rifle on the local range and on private 
properties. He asked if I was a member 
of the S.S.A.A., if 1 was, could I show 
him a current membership card and tell 
him who represented the S.S.A.A. in 
Collie. 1 told him | was a member, 
showed him my card (S.S.A.A.) and gave 
the name and address of the local Sport- 
ing Shooters representative. He then 
asked on what properties | would shoot. 
I replied on those I had permission to 
shoot and where I considered it safe to 
shoot. He wanted examples of specific 
properties. I decided to show him letters 
from two local property owners, but 
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made it clear they were for his notation 
and that I was not “submitting” them to 
the police. 


“After a few more enquiries on the 
officers behalf, we had a short discussion 
on firearms legislation in Australia. (It 
was quite friendly, but not agreeable). 
He was in favour of tougher legislation. 
And he was quite surprised when I told 
him there were no controls on long arms 
in Queensland and Tasmania, He was 
quite sure that a “shooters licence” 
operated in the rest of Australia including 
Queensland and Tasmania, 


“On 26/1/82 I got a phone call at 
work from the same officer. He said he 
had contacted Kevin Rooney (S.S.A.A. 
Collie) concerning my membership of the 
S.S.A.A. and was also satisfied that the 
rifle 1 wanted to licence was suitable for 
club events. But now, could I get a 
letter from Kevin to state just that (that 
it was suitable for club events)! It was 
needed for his report! I got the letter and 
took it around to the Police the next day! 


Today, 5/2/82, I went around to the 
police station to see how my application 
was going, I was told, “It’s still at Bun- 
bury” (the office apparently with the 
authority to approve the licence).” 


When the author compares this mal-

STOP PRESS: On March 3rd Mr Caygill 
was finally issued with a temporary

What an ordeal! Lock Stock & Barrel 
commends Mr Caygill on his tenacity of

We would hope that everyone living

This amount of power is rarely 
needed however, and most of my 
shooting is done with cast loads 
that are cheaper, and milder on the 
shoulder! Helps to ward off the 
dreaded disease, ‘‘Flinchitis". In 
fact, | liked the cartridge so much | 
had a gun built around it, but more 
on that later, 

The Marlin with as-issue buckhorn 
sights is definitely @ short range 
proposition. Hunting wild boar in 
lignum does not offer too many 
long shots either, and that is what 
the 45/70 is all about. So, | sight 
tine in at 50 metres. 

The cast bullets | have had most 
success with are the RCBS 300 
grain gas check and LEE 405 grain 
flat nose designs, cast hard from 
wheelweight metal, with a little tin 
added to the mix for good measure. 
Dupont SR 4769 is a good pro- 
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pellant choice, but | have found 
Winchester Western 630 to really 
shine with cast loads in the big case. 
A charge of 20 grains of WW 630 
behind the LEE 405 grain flat nose 
at approximately 1200 fps, pro- 
duced @ 1.5”, five shot group at 
100 metres, with buckhorn sights. 
More than adequate. With the 
RCBS 300 grainer | chose 24 grains 
of WW 630 for approximately 1600 
fps. These leads have proved safe in 
my Marlin 45/70, but | strongly 
urge any owners of the older guns, 
designed for use with black powder, 
to consult the ‘Lyman Cast Bullet 
Handbook" prior to loading.

There are two 
rivers within a % mile of this area 
and tall trees for roosting which 
makes for ideal hunting. 
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this Tri-state area that you would 
normally never have had the 
pleasure of meeting if not in the 
quest of grey ghosts. 

In our case we travel South 
across the Des Moines river into 
Missouri. This flat fertile bottom is 
bordering on the two rivers, Mississ- 
ippi to the east and along the north 
by the Des Moines. Large amounts 
of grain thrive here and the sandy 
soil and abundance of water draws 
the doves like a magnet draws steel. 

Our group of four hunters has a 
Missouri background so we head for 
a familiar area, Being lucky enough 
to know a lot of people in the 
corner of this State we do not have 
to scout the roads and fields.

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The Remington Nylon 66 Semi-Auto .22 rifle is a 
type of rifle that most shooters would not consider 
too seriously, Perhaps it is the Nylon Stock, in some 
eyes It may give the impression of being a toy or a 
‘cheap’ air rifle, which causes most people to shy 
away. The Nylon stock is in fact remarkably tough, 
$0 tough infact, that Remington guarantees it for life, 

The mechanics of the rifle are also very reliable and 
the accuracy quite good as was proven by Tom Fry 
Tom Fry used two Nylon 66's to shoot at 100,000 
2'' x 2" x 2" wooden blocks thrown into the air by 
assistants, This marathon took 100 hours over 13} 
continuous days. That's 1,000 shots per hour! 

It's reported that the Nylon 66's did not mal- 
function at all during this test, and the number of 
cubes he actually hit? 99,994 — that's only 6 misses, 
This must surely show that the rifle, apart from being 
tough, is also accurate and fast to use. 

Gun Nuts & Springs Everywhere will from now on 
be pictorially described from an assembly sequence 
and disassembly can be considered the reverse, rather! 
than visa versa. (Now |'ve confused myself even!) 

Disassembly is not usually the difficult bit where| 
parts are apt to fall out, whereas assembly can be so, 
especially if the disassembly was done a couple of 
weeks earlier, or a friend may have presented you!

We hope to set the record straight so that 
the public can be better informed of the 
facts so that it can then form their own 
yalid opinion on this important issue. 


Fallacy (1) The countries with the 
most firearms have the biggest crime and 
accident rates. 


FACT: The most heavily armed countries 
in the world are Switzerland, Finland, 
Sweden, Yugoslavia and Israel, and these 
countries also have the world’s lowest 
rates of armed crime and violence. 


FIREARM LAW 


the facts & the fallacies 





Fallacy (2) The crime rate in America 
is out of control because they have no 
firearm laws or controls. 


FACT: The 50 states of America, at the 
last count had 25,000 separate laws gov- 
erning the control of firearms, and the 
states with the most repressive laws, New 
York (The Sullivan Act) and Washington 
D.C. with its Gun Control Act intro- 
duced in 1976, are the two states with 
some of the highest armed crime rates. 


Fallacy (3) If the present laws in these 
states are not controlling crime, then the 
simple solution is to just increase the laws 
and the penalties. 


FACT: The firearm control acts of New 
York and Washington D.C., ban all priv- 
ately owned pistols, all other legitimately 
owned firearms must be registered, and 
also the owner, and the firearms must be 
disassembled when not in use. How 
much more can they be controlled than 
this? The present laws in all states are 
not being properly enforced. Cities with 
the highest murder rates are St Louis, 
Cleveland, Atlanta and Detroit, they 
also have strict, repressive firearm con- 
trols, and the crime rate in their respective 
states has increased by an average of 18 
to 20 per cent AFTER these laws were 
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implemented. Yet in Virginia, Maryland 
and Oregon, with liberal firearm laws, the 
crime rates have actually dropped 2-3%. 
According to the New York Times, 99% 
of criminals arrested in New York never 
go to prison, and 80% are not even 
prosecuted. 

When the death penalty or capital 
punishment is introduced for armed 
crime, it has only caused the criminal to 
shoot his victim or the police to prevent 
arrest. Imprisonment may not save the 
criminal, but it at least saves further 
victims. 


Fallacy (4) The privately armed cit- 
izen can not prevent crime or even defend 
himself with a firearm.

FACT: Since a programme was introduced 
by the Police in Florida to train 6,000 
women in the combat use of pistols, the 
crime of Rape, which was previously at a 
very high level, has now dropped 90%, 
Numerous documented cases are available 
to show that many honest, law-abiding 
private citizens in the U.S.A. who carry 
small arms for defence in high crime risk 
areas, have many times had to produce 
them to save the lives of themselves and 
their families, but rarely was the gun fired.

where the National Rifle Association is a 
very strong political force, and through 
it’s members and supporters can and has 
influenced massive public political sup- 
port for it’s aims and cause, mainly based 
on their Second Amendment of their 
Federal Constitution, which decrees “that 
for democratic survival of their country it 
is necessary to maintain and train a civil 
militia and it is therefore the right of all 
honest and law abiding citizens to keep 
and bear arms”. This is also based on old 
English Constitutional law which decrees 
that the only difference between a slave 
and a free man is the right to keep arms, 
and all other rights flow from this basic 
tight, for without it, democracy is not 
guaranteed. 

However, in Australia, the various fire- 
arm groups have remained relatively dis- 
organised and maintain a low profile. We 
have very little political support and as in 
the U.S.A., we face a very hostile media 
which constantly publishes false and mis- 
leading information and refuses to pub- 
lish the facts, such as the information 
which shows that the only two states 
now, Queensland and Tasmania, with the 
most firearms per head and the least laws 
(so far), also have by far the lowest armed 
crime rates (1980 Tasmania none, Queens- 
land 9, but N.S.W. 162) but yet contin- 
ually clamour that Queensland and 
Tasmania should implement laws similar 
to the other states despite the fact that 
their armed crime rates, as in the U.S.A. 
and the U.K. and Ireland, have only in- 
creased AFTER they were implemented. 

Some politicians also calling for this, 
even still claim that the American pro- 
hibition of Alcohol experiment was a 
success because, as one stated, home 
savings increased slightly, and deny the 
fact that this law created the greatest 
crime, health, social and economic pro- 
blems, that are still with the U.S.A. 
Rather than look at the cause of the 
social problem and provide a solution 
with education or welfare, they prefer to 
simply pass a law to ban the effect and 
pass the problem onto the already over- 
worked Police and Legal Institutions. 


The Anti-gun lobby frequently breaks 
the present firearms laws by obtaining lic- 
ences using false names to. supposedly 
prove their point that the present laws are 
not severe enough, and yet they are not 
prosecuted. So how can they really 
expect criminals to obey them? How can 
they honestly expect a law to work which 
only disarms the potential victim, yet has 
no effect or even causes or encourages the

As has been 
stated in studies of criminals by Dr Van 
Den Haag of New York, it gives them (the 
criminals) the advantage they desire.

Shooting vandalism and accident rates 
with firearms are very low compared to 
other causes, less than one per cent 
(92%) national Australian average of 
total, and it has been proved that this can 
be considerably reduced by providing 
sufficient ranges and training programmes, 
which we now lack. 

But what is the real reason behind the 
continuous call to register and confiscate 
firearms? Could it be related to the

A round chambered and the 
hammer lowered onto the in- 
ertia firing pin.

If you have cause to carry the 
weapon on your person other than 
for range use, then one of these 
three methods can be used. Person- 
ally, 1 prefer the second method. 
As a police officer, I was aware that 
somcone could take my gun off me 
and use it against me if an un- 
pleasant situation developed. How- 
ever, carried in this fashion, neither 
the trigger nor the hammer can be 
operated. Unless the villian knew 
what he was doing, he wouldn't 
have time to push the safety off, or 
even find it for that matter. Those 
are the precious seconds one needs 
to change the odds in one’s favour. 
These precious seconds would not 
be available in the above situation if 
I was carrying a revolver. 
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There is very little I can fault 
with the CZ 75 as a combat pistol 
and that’s obviously what it’s 
A negative feature 
could be that it is not advisable to 
feed single rounds into the chamber 
and let the slide slam home onto 
the cartridge. There is the possib- 
ility that the extractor may break. 
The extractor grips a large section 
of the shell in a similar fashion to 
that on the Mauser 98 rifle, As 
with the Mauser extractor, the slide 
picks up the cartridge from the 
magazine and it slips up under the 
extractor claw. Whether it’s a good 
feature or not, it provides positive 
extraction and has the largest 
contact area that I’ve seen on a 
dozen’ or so different makes of 
9mm weapons that I’ve used. 

Some PPC shooters may not like 
the fact that.the magazine will not 
drop clear of the grip when the re- 
lease is pressed. The designers have 
thoughtfully incorporated a large 
flat spring with two kinks in it that 
gtip the reat of the magazine and 
stop it from falling clear of the 
weapon and causing possible loss in 
the heat of battle. However, when 
the release button is pressed, the 
magazine pops out about /4” and 
that allows a good grip for swift 
withdrawal. The spring can be re- 
moyed, the kinks straightened very 
easily out and the spring replaced if 
so desired. There are two pins 
under the grip that hold it in place. 

In conclusion, 1 can say that my 
compulsive purchase was well re- 
warded, for the pistol is superb as a 
police/military sidearm or a civilian 
defence gun. The combination of 
the best features of two of the 
finest 9mm combat pistols ever 
made, the P35 and the P210 has 
proved an excellent combination. 
If the opportunity to use a CZ 75 
presents itself, grab it with two 
hands, you will be pleasantly sut 
prised and besides, the opportunity

death adder, minus head lay about 3 feet away. Looking care- 
fully to see the area was clear, I sat down because I couldn't 
do anything else. Boy! Did I have the shakes! After a time a 
thought struck me — where were the head and fangs? 

1 took my game bag from my shoulder, and using it as a 
glove, carefully checked my sandshoe and removed it, The toe 
was discoloured but from the blast only.

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The second item was L.J, Huntington 
of the O.F.U. address directed at the 
members of the A.B.E.U. All LJ. Hunt- 
ington’s remarks are quite correct on all 
accounts, I believe there is definitely a 
breakdown in our Judicial System. A 
classic case of this breakdown appeared in 
the Sunday Sun 6.12.81. On page 28, the 
bank robber, Mr Noel Powers, pleaded 
guilty to six charges of armed robbery, 
and stealing a total of $81,000 in cash, 
none of which was ever recovered. He 
received an eight year sentence, the Judge 
recommended he be considered for parole 
after serving only three years. Almost 
encourages bank robbery doesn't it! 

All anyone bold enough who wants to 
make a fast buck has to do, is get an illegal 
pistol or cutdown from the blackmarket, 
and if he is lucky enough to steal a lot of 
money and invest it wisely, before he is 
apprehended, tried and sentenced. in a 
few years he is released, financially set up 
for life. 

Some people sit idly by and let others 
tell them that if licensing and restrictions 
were placed on the longarms owned by 
Mr Honest, conservative, average firearm 
owner, there would be far less anned 
robberies — Bull Strict firearm 
legislation will not mend the breakdown 
in our Judicial System. The only effective 
method of preventing this breakdown in 
our Judicial System is to press for the 
introduction of a system of mandatory 
prison terms for serious firearm related 
offences (a minimum of two years and a 
maximum of eight years for each offence). 
As far as defining serious firearm offences, 
1 would suggest concentrating on two 
areas, one, armed robbery, and two, the 
discharge of a firearm at another person 
with intent to cause serious or fatal injury 
without sound defensive or lawful reason.

Mr Haines is obviously incorrectly in- 
inca Germany did, as far as ] under- 
stand, not even have a federal “Firearms 
Act” at all until 1938, that is after five 
years of Nazi rule. In 1938 they did 
introduce the RWG 1938 (Reichswaffen- 
gestz) which did require licensing for the 
pre of long and short arms. Before 
at, and consequently well into the Nazi 
éra, guns of all kinds were not subject to 
any licensing system at all, and could be 
bought and sold like any hardware 
The ownership of guns was entirely 
free with exception of the short period 
after WWI due to Allied controls. 
‘ With the advent of The Allied Control 
Commission after WWII and the format- 
jon of the Federal Republik the same 
limitations once again applied. But | 
believe that fundamentally the old Nazi 
Jaw of 1938 stayed in force until the 
advent of the BWG 1.12.1968 when the 
gun fraternity in West Germany screamed 
to high heaven and wanted to keep the 
old Nazi law, as the new “democratic 
German” one was, by far, more restrictive. 
Under pressure of Bader Meinhof and 
other extremist groupings, the law was 
changed again in 1974 to an even more 
restrictive one that I believe is still in 
force. 
Perhaps some German reader of LS & 
B can enlighten us further, but meanwhile 
1 suggest that Mr Haines catch up on his 
facts and for further correspondence sub- 
stitutes Gestapo for NKVD, at least as 
far as gun ownership is concerned.

tame, 

I drive mainly heavy plant, and found 
game so accustomed to machinery, that 
often I operate as closely as 40 metres off 
a herd. In fact, old Adolf, a big billy goat 


used to allow himself only 2 paces back, 
when I zoomed past on the $24, a rubber- 


tyred 29 ton dozer. 

The heavy blade would swish within 
12 inches of his head. But Adolf stood 
fast. That was 6 years aso. It was a fore- 
man who made Adolf go away. He shot 
Adolf in the head. the bullet bounced off, 
“oll billy” shook his head and walked off, 
never to be seen again.

T read Issue 3 of L. S. & B., with 
interest and enjoyment.

Firstly, I would like to compliment 
you upon your stand re gun control.

Over recent months I have spoken 
with quite a few people on the subject 
(including quite a few “dyed in the wool” 
labor supporters), Many seem to think 
that because one takes an anti stand on 
the issue, one is automatically RIGHT 
WING in capitals. While this may be the 
case in certain isolated instances, it is not 
necessarily so. To my mind it is tanta- 
mount to defeat to allow the issue to be 
80 labelled, It is not a right wing issue, 
and should not be allowed to become so.

As an introduction on the skinning of 
various types of game, the section titled 
‘The Score on Skinning’ gives a good run- 
down on the Australian scene. The 
author suggests that the reason for the 
small number of skins actually saved 
here, when compared to the number of 
animals taken by hunters, could be due to 
the lack of really good, quick, clean, 
skinning ability. I tend to agree with him 
— thinking over all the shooters I know 
personally, there aren’t many who could 
be termed “expert”. 

Speed comes with practice, as Leid- 
reiter says, but how much easier that 
practice is if a good handbook is avail- 
able, at a reasonably cost, to assist us. 
Here we have it. The correct way of 
holding a knife for skinning and cleaning. 
Graphic illustrations of each step in the 
skinning procedures for fox, dingo, 
rabbits, hare, kangaroos, deer, goats, 
sheep, cattle and buffalo. There are 
instructions for caping a deer trophy as 
well. 

The second section of the book deals 
with the processing of skins after they 
have been removed from the animal. 
This includes cleaning of skins, pre- 
paration of hides and skins for sale; 
tanning methods using either a tanning 
kit, or traditional methods, including tan- 
bark recipes. There’s also a description of 
the evolution of tanning from earliest 
times, and a chapter on the problems 
which may confront the home tanner, 
plus the methods for dealing with them. 
Other processes covered ate the dyeing 
and whitening of skins, and there’s tips 
given on cutting, sewing, dressing, and 
deodorising of leather. 

John Leidreiter has included a total of 
168 illustrations in the 140 pages. This

In 1792 Congress 
instructed George Wash- 
ington to organise two 
national armories; one of 
these was at Harpers Ferry, in 
what is now West Virginia, and 
the other was at Springfield, 
Massachusetts. Springfield Armory, 
was founded in 1795 and in the first 
year produced 245 muskets, entirely 
hand-made. Thirty years later its output 
had risen to 15,000 muskets a year and it 
was also making pistols and carbines. 
The 1863 Mode! was produced in the second last 
year of muzzle loading production and merely in- 
corporeted improvements made to the 1861 Models, 
The lock and hammer was blued or case hardened, the 
remained left ‘in the white’. Presumably a soldier with 
nothing to do was not a good soldier and keeping the rust 
from such a rifle certainly kept him with plenty to do, 
In addition to its production facilities, Springfield has also been 
the home of American military small arms design, and from it 
have come the Garand and Pedersen rifles, as well as many others 
carrying the Springfield name.

John Tagliaferro Thompson who 
worked for the U.S. Ordnance 
Department was involved in 
testing the Springfield M1903 
rifles and he performed some 
famous tests on corpses and 
beef cattle which determined 
that the .45 was the only accept 
able calibre for a military handgun, which thus led to the 
adoption of the Colt .45 M1911 auto. 

jn 1914 he retired from service and joined the Remington 
Arms Company as their Chiet Engineer. There he was to 
organise the construction and operation of a rifle factory 
at Eddystone, Pennsylvania, to produce the British P13 Enfield rifle, and in 1916 he set up another fact- 
ory to produce Mosin-Nagent rifles for the Russian Army. He was also instrumental in adapting the 
British Enfield rifle into .30 calibre and then producing it as the M1917. In 1918 he retired for the 
second time asa Brigadier-General with a "Distinguished Service Medal"’ for exceptionally meritorius and 
conspicuous service. 

All the while, However, his aim was to build an automatic rifle not using a complicated gas operation 
nor a recoil system (too heavy) and blowback was unsuitable for the military cartridge. 

In 1915 Commander John Blish, serving in the U.S. Navy, patented a delayed blowback breech system in 
which a sloping metal wedge interlocked the breech block with the gun body. Under high pressure, as 
when the cartridge fired, the angle of the slope was such that the mating surfaces jammed solid; but 
when the pressure ed, the faces were able to slip across each other, the wedge moved up because of 
the slope, and the bret unlocked, Thompson offered Blish shares in exchange for the patent, Blish 
agreed, and the Auto-Ordnance Co. was founded. 

lt was found that the n would not work with a rifle cartridge but worked quite well with a 45 
pistol cartridge. On g told this, Thompson, not daunted, now called it the Sub-Machine Gun and 
began to promote it as a police weapon. lt was, after some unfavourable publicity in the hands of gang- 
sters, adopted by the U.S. Marines and eventually went on to become a success during the Second World 
War, but Thompson died in 1940 without seeing its fulfilment.

The Lee-Enfield rifle 
was introduced into British 
service in 1895 as the successor 
to the Lee-Metford. 
The “Lee’’ of Lee-Enfield is James 
Paris Lee, a Scottish born American 
firearms designer who invented the Lee 
turn bolt magazine firearms in 1879. 
“Enfield derives from the Royal Small Arms 
Factory at Enfield Lock in England, a great arms 
manufacturing plant where for many years most 
military development work was done for British Small 
Arms. 
The first official Lee-design rifles had barrels cut with 
Metford’s segmental, Shallow-land rifling. The cordite powder 
then used was highly corrosive, soon ruining the Metford barrels 
in as little as 4500 rounds, Enfield rifling, essentially similar to 
todays standard rifling, and a Metford design 100, offerred much 
deeper and somewhat wider lands to the hot powder gases. Barrel life was 
considerably extended. 
In all, there were 24 rifles and two carbines in the Lee-Enfield series, intro- 
duced between 1895 and 1949, but undoubtedly the most famous of these was 
the SMLE, (Short, Magazine, Lee-Enfield) introduced in 1903. This was developed 
as a ‘short’ rifle to replace, as general issue, the ‘long’ rifle used by infantry, and the 
carbine used by cavalry and artillery. In addition it had a deeper. magazine to accommo- 
date ten cartridges instead of five and was arranged for faster loading by means of a charger 
of five cartridges, 

Although subjected to severe criticism by many self-styled ‘experts’ of the day, it proved, during 
the First World War, that it was probably the bes! all round combat bolt action rifle ever made 
The rear locking lugs of the bolt, while theoretically unsound and if badly adjusted, conducive to 
inaccuracy, nevertheless allowed the bolt to be manipulated much {aster and more easily than any other 

system which contributed to an aimed rate of fire in excess o! 40 rounds a minute. 
Accurate production figures are very vague as they were made in many different countries but at least 

6,000,000 can be accounted for. 
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Paul Mausers development of pistols began badly, 
with a single shot pistol in 1877 which achieved 
limited production. In the following year he pro- 
duced the Zig Zag revolver — Mauser had hopes of a 
military contract but his design was turned down as Calibre. ... 
being too expensive and complicated. It was not Velocity 85 gr. bullet 
until 1896, with the Mauser Military pistol, that he Magazine capacity. . . 
achieved success in the handgun field. Overall length .. . 
This pistol was not his idea but had been develop- Barrallishath : 
ed by the three brothers Feederle — Frederik, Josef eS ERE Ys 
and Fidel, all employees at Waffenfabrik Mauser, the 
latter being the Superintendant of the experimental 
workshop. 








Chambered mainly for the 7.63 mm cartridge, which was the first successful rimless pistol cartridge 
initially designed in 1893 for use in the unsuccessful Borchardt pistol, the M/96 became the world’s first 
reliable semi-automatic pistol! for military and commercial use. Only during WWI were 150,000 made in 
9 mm for the German Military and a few specimens have been encountered in 8.15 mm, presumably for & 
French contract. 

Also produced in limited numbers was the Schnellfeuer (M712), @ selective fire version generally 
unsatisfactory because the rapid rate of fire caused uncontrollable muzzle climb. 

Affectionately known as the Broomhandle Mauser, because holding its grip is akin to holding the handle 
of a broom, the pistol has only one screw in its construction — that which secures the grips to the frame. 
All other components are ingenius interlocking parts and thus it can be dismantled without tools. 

Loading, except for the rare magazine models, was by 10 round charger clip. The pistol was supplied 
with a wooden holster, which could also be clipped on as a shoulder stock, and a leather harness. 

Invariably beautifully made and finished, and in spite of an unprepossessing appearance, it is in facté
